41  Complaints  were  received  during  tne  year  mainly  re- 
lating to  irregular  scavenging  by  the  Contractors  and  to 
housing  defects.  All  complaints  received  appropriate 
attention. 

SALVAGE. 


The  salvage  scheme  has  oeen  continued  on  tne  same  lines 
as  last  year  and  286  visits  were  made  to  the  various  depots 
and  dumps.  The  amount  of  material  handled  & the  receipts 
therefrom  show  a decline  in  every  case  except  scrap  iron 
where  the  increase  was  accounted  for  Dy  tne  long-awaited 
clearance  of  the  parish  Dumps  which  was  carried  out  oy  the 
Ministry  of  Works  in  the  autumn  & upon  ite  completion  it  was 
decided  tnat  scrap  iron  snould  no  longer  be  dealt  with  owing 
to  difficulty  in  disposal. 

In  all  the  sum  of  £102.19.0.  was  realised  from  the  sale  of 
approx:  50  tons  15  cwt.  of  salvage  comprising  10  tons  19  cwt. 
5 st.  paper,  17  tons  15  cwt.  1 qr.  scrap  iron,  15  cwt.  5 qr. 
bones,  15  cwt.  5 st.  rags  and  15  cwt.  rubber.  in  addition 
some  29  tons  oi  material  were  collected  under  tne  scheme  for 
clearance  of  iron  railings.
